To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $1,000.00 to be added to the Capital Reserve 
Fund for major repairs to or replacement of the Cov- 
ered Bridge at Meriden. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to allow a 
two per cent discount on 1959 property taxes paid 
within 30 days following the day the Tax Warrant is 
delivered to the ‘Tax Collector.

A.) such sum to be raised through the issuance of 
bonds or notes under and in compliance with the pro-

B. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for the construction of additions, al- 
terations and improvements to the Lebanon Airport 
(including the acquisition of land therefor), to be voted 
and financed jointly with the City of Lebanon and any 
other instrumentalities of the State of New Hampshire, 
the State of Vermont, and the Federal Government. 


C. To see if the ‘Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen, in their discretion, to disburse the funds raised 
and appropriated hereunder in any one or more of the 
following ways: 


(1) By paying them over to any authority or other 
instrumentality created pursuant to any applic- 
able law now existing or hereafter enacted 
(among the objects of which is such construction 
at the Lebanon Airport). 
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(2) By paying directly a share of the cost of such 
construction, including such acquisition of land. 


(3) By placing such sum in an aeronautical fund or 
in a Capital reserve fund to be later expended in 
one or more of the foregoing ways. 


D. To see if the ‘Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to take such other action with respect thereto 
as may be necessary or advisable to carry out the fore- 
going, including the execution of contracts and other 
instruments, the application for an acceptance of Fed- 
eral and State funds, the employment of engineers, the 
acquisition of land, and the appointment of representa- 
tives or agents of the Town. (By request)

TOWN MEETING 1958 


At a legal meeting of the Inhabitants of the Town of Plainfield, 
County of Sullivan, State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs was held in the Town Hall at Meriden in said Town 
on Tuesday, March the eleventh, and at ten o’clock in the forenoon. 
The articles of the warrant were disposed of in the following manner: 


In the absences of the Moderator, Tracy Spalding, John F. Mc- 
Namara was appointed Moderator Pro tem. After the meeting was 
called to order, prayer was offered by Howard Zea. 


Pursuant to the calling of the meeting in the warrant, Article I 
of the Warrant was read and the polls were opened. At one-thirty 
o’clock the remaining articles were taken up in the following manner: 
Article II. Voted in the affirmative that the Town will instruct the 
Selectmen to borrow money, not to exceed twenty thousand dollars 
($20,000.00) in anticipation of taxes, to be paid on or before one 
years’ time, pursuant to the New Hampshire Laws of 1917. 


Article III. The following motion was made, seconded and voted upon 
as follows: 


I move that the Town of Plainfield instruct the Selectmen to 
purchase a new four wheel drive truck and plow, and that the 
sum of $9,000.00 be raised for said purpose. $1,000.00 to be 
raised by appropriation, and the balance be raised by the Select- 
men issuing four serial notes in the name of the town for $2,000.00, 
each. Said notes to be repaid beginning in 1959.

Article IV. It was voted in the affirmative to raise and appropriate the 
following sums of money as are necessary to defray Town charges 
for the ensuing year:

Library be authorized to open Meriden Library two evenings each 
month during the months of September through May, and raise and 
appropriate the sum of $35.00 to cover the expense. 

Article VI. Voted in the affirmative that the Town will add one street 
light to the Plainfield Village street lighting system to be located near 
Harvey Gray’s residence, and raise and appropriate the sum of $25.00 
therefor. 

Article VII. It was voted in the Affirmative that each section of Article 
VII be considered separately. 

1. It was voted in the affirmative that the Town will not discon- 
tinue the road from the Fred Johnson residence northerly to the 
road from Francis Sullivan’s residence to Route 120. 

2. Voted in the affirmative that the road leading easterly from the 
road passing Daniel W. Westgate’s place across the Twin Bridges to 
the new road westerly of Charles H. Williams place be discontinued. 

3. Voted in the affirmative that the old road going northerly from 
Nelson Green’s residence to its intersection with the new road across 
the Green be discontinued. 

Article VIII. Voted in the affirmative that the Town will discontinue, 
subject to gates and bars, the road leading easterly from Ralph Macie’s 
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residence to the intersection with the road from the Old Croyden 
Turnpike to the Exom Eaton place now owned by Clyde and Marion 
Davis. 

Article IX. The Motion was made and seconded that the Town will 
vote to tar and gravel the road from East Plainfield to the Lebanon 
Jine on Methodist Hill that was graveled in 1957, and the money 
be taken out of the Duncan Fund money.

Article XII. Voted in the affirmative that the Town will allow a two 
per cent discount on 1958 property taxes paid within 30 days follow- 
ing the day the Tax Warrant is delivered to the Tax Collector. 
Article XIII. Voted in the affirmative that the Town accept the re- 
ports of the Town officers as printed in the Town Report, with cor- 
rections as may be necessary to correct printers errors to conform 
with the official Town records, and that a corrected copy be placed 
on file. 

Article XIV. The committee on the Study of hidden cost of Town 
Equipment, as appointed in 1957, made a written report. A rising 
vote of thanks was given the Committee and it was further voted 
that the report be accepted and a copy be placed on file. 

The Selectmen gave an oral report in regard to Article XI of the 
1957 ‘Town Warrant. Mr. Hood stated that Lots number 569 and 603 
belong to the ‘Town. 

The following resolution was voted in the affirmative 
Resolved: That this meeting go on record favoring the State Legis- 
lature making Town Meeting day a legal Holiday .in New Hampshire. 

Voted in the affirmative that the Moderator appoint an Advisory 
Committee of six members, and that a Chairman be named and the 
Committee report at the Annual School District and Town Meeting. 

Voted in the Affirmative that the Selectmen appoint a Committee of 
four Citizens to serve with them as a Town Planning board. 

Voted in the Affirmative that the Selectmen be instructed to appoint 
a Sexton, to serve as such, for the Cemeteries within the Town.

Dear Mr. Hayes: 

During the year January 1, 1958 through December 
31, 1958 the Plainfield Free Bed Fund in the Mary 
Hitchcock Memorial Hospital, Hanover, New Hamp- 
shire has rendered 89 days’ service to 10 patients from 
the ‘Town of Plainfield. 

The portion of the hospital’s income from Free Bed 
Funds amounted to $900.00. During 1957 the allot- 
ment was listed as $500 instead of $900.00, so $400 was 
brought forward to 1958, bringing the total allotment 
for 1958 to $1300.00. Added to this was an unused 
balance of $267.86 from 1957, plus a cash payment of 
$250.00, or a net-allotment for the year in the amount 
of $1,817.86. 

The charges at the minimum hospital rates for ser- 
vice rendered to these patients during the period 
amounted to $1,993.91. Subtracting the allotment from 
this figure, there is an overuse of $176.05 as of Decem- 
bers 51058. 

The usual summary is enclosed herewith and we 
wish to express our appreciation for the fine manner 
in which this fund was handled during the year.

Twenty-five percent of all forest fires in New Hamp- 
shire are caused from careless debris burning — brush, 
paper, leaves, grass, etc. Most of them are started with- 
out the required permit from the local forest fire 
warden. The cost of extinguishing these fires annually 
runs into large sums of money. 

According to law, responsible parties must pay the 
cost of putting them out. In addition, violators may be 
subject to court prosecution with fines running as high 
as ($200) two-hundred dollars.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 
PLAINFIELD 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


In submitting this Annual Report there are some 
items of school progress to which I wish to call your 
attention. Mrs. Durkee has carried out an excellent 
program of testing and analyzing the results of the tests 
for children of grades 2 through 8 in the Meriden and 
Plainfield schools. ‘The results of these tests have been 
used to indicate strong and weak points in our program, 
and to guide improvements where necessary. In general, 
the pupils have made very satisfactory progress. Spelling 
is a problem, and definite work is being done in this 
area. It has been extremely encouraging to see the 
eighth graders from the schools go on to high school 
and make good and excellent records. 

The insulation at both schools should make a real 
saving in the cost of fuel, and it apparently has solved 
the problem of the ice building up on the edge of the 
Meriden roof. Improvements to the grounds and base- 
ment at Meriden have been most helpful. 

My thanks and commendation to the principals and 
staff of each of the buildings. Mrs. Emma Spalding is 
principal in Plainfield and has as her staff: Mrs. Re- 
becca Corette—grades 1 & 2; Miss Edith Chapman— 
grades 3 & 4; and Mrs. Helen Stammers—grades 7 & 8. 
Mr. Richard Goodman is principal in Meriden and has 
as his staff: Mrs. Alice Hendrick—grades 1 & 2; Mrs. 
Bertha Spalding — grades 3 & 4; and Mrs. Rena Tracy 
—grades 5 & 6. Mrs. Robb is Music Director for both 
schools, and Mrs. Alice Clark is Nurse. 

Attention is called to the new entrance age, which 
requires a child to be six years old before November 1 
of the year he enters school. The regulation was made 
because many children cannot do book work until age 
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six or older. In earlier times, many children were eight 
years of age before entering school. The new policy does 
permit a child who will be six by December 31 of the 
year he enters to take a readiness examination, given by 
the Helping Teacher, and to enter school if he passes 
the test. 

The State law requires all pupils to be vaccinated 
before entering school. It is suggested that this be done 
before the summer months because admission will be 
denied anyone not properly vaccinated. 

I sincerely thank the School Board for their time and 
effort in considering the problems of the schools in 
light of the welfare of the children of the district. My 
thanks are extended to the teachers, nurse, bus drivers, 
parent-teacher groups, and all who have contributed 
to the welfare and education of the children of the 
district.
